The  receipt  is  acknowledged  of  your  letter  of 
February  17,  1949,  concerning  the  present  status  of  the 
immigration  visa  application  of  Mr.  Sergiusz  Pluta ,  who 
registered  here  as  an  intending  immigrant  on  September  16, 
1948,  under  the  Soviet  Union  quota. 

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  further  action  with 
respect  to  Mr.  Pluta* s  application  may  not  be  taken  until 
such  time  as  it  appears  that  his  turn  on  the  Soviet  Union 
quota  waiting  list  is  about  to  be  reached.  As  this 
quota  is  heavily  oversubscribed,  I  regret  that  I  am 
unable  to  give  you  any  accurate  idea  as  to  the  length  of 
the  further  delay  confronting  Mr.  Pluta,  but  based  on 
present  information,  it  would  appear  that  a  delay  of 
possibly  several  years  is  involved.  However,  every 
assurance  is  given  that  Mr.  Pluta  will  be  immediately 
notified  by  the  Embassy  just  as  soon  as  it  is  possible 
to  proceed  further  with  his  case  and,  in  the  meantime, 
this  will  continue  to  receive  every  consideration 
consistent  with  the  existing  immigration  laws  of  the 
United  States. 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry,  you  are  advised  that  the 
applicant  has  been  informed  by  this  office  that  he  should 
not  assemble  any  support  evidence  in  connection  with  his 
application  until  he  has  been  advised  by  the  Embassy  that 
his  turn  on  the  Soviet  Union  quota  waiting  list  is  about 
to  be  reached.
